Statement of Henry Anderson Relating to Mexican National Program 


Attached are copies of communications to Messrs. Brockway, Stewart and Huxley 
from Mr. Henry Anderson, all in further reference to our memorandum of July 23, 1958. 


We have further discussed this question with Mr. Bruce Barber, District Director, 
Immigration and Naturalization Service, after receiving Mr. Anderson's reply to Mr. 
Huxley. Mr. Barber joins us in feeling that Mr. Anderson*s reply is not a retraction 
of the unsupported charges, and, accordngly, he hasrequested an immigration officer 
in Southern California to confer with Mr. Anderson with a view of obtaining a complete 
and unequivocal retraction of all the charges. If he is unsuccessful in doing this, * 
we propose to bring the matter to the attention of the officials of the University of 
California by whom Mr. anderson is employed on a special project, and request that he 
review the situation and take whatever action is necessary. 


Mr. Stewart does not believe that Mr. Anderson's reply to him is adequate and is 
agreeable xm in joining us in any further action that suggests itself. Mr. F.W.% 
Hunter, Regional Director of the Department of Health Education and Welfare, has com 
municatéd with his Washington office inquiring as to any action they may have taken 
taken in this case,
